The Reconcilioction of Milan and Natalie Will 
Mean Anuiher Ceremcny. 

Belgrade, Jauuary 22.—Even the Ser- 
vian radicals have joined in the national 
rejoicing over the reconciliation of Milan 
and Natalie. Tbe newspapers are vying 
with each other in expressing congratula- 
tions and good wishes. Young King Alex- 
ander has telegraphed to his parents that 
the announcement of the reconciliation was 
the pleasantest news ever received by him, 
and has afforded him the happiest day of 
his life. Many telegrams of congratula- 
tion has been received by the knig and his 
parents from foreign courts. - 

In court circles, it is said, the reconcili- 
ation is due to pleadings of the son, but 
this is not credited generally. The whole 
affair is believed te be the achievement of 
Russian wuiplomacy -which has found the 
absence of such a good friend as Natalie a 
serious detriment tu its interests. 

Miian, mureover, is naturaliy pro-Russian 
and has been rendered more so by_receiv- 
ing loans from St. Petersburg. His re- 
turn to Natalie is believed to have followed 
directly the promise of further payments 
from the same source. ;

The 
divorce is not accepted as valid by Natalie, 
although Milan has always maintained 
that it was complete from every point of 
view.

WRECKED BY DYNAMITE. 


A Hotel in Rome, Italy, Blown to Pieces—No

Rome, January 22.—Dynamite bombs ex- 
ploded almost simultaneously this afternoon 
before the Hotel Dangletere and in the 
garden of the proprietor’s house in the vila 
San Claudio.

Life and Death. 
DRAMATIC SCENE AT THE DEPOT 


The Doctors Now Say the Atlanta 
Man Is Sure to Die. 


BOTH SIDES OF THAT ATHENS FIGHT 


The Conductor’s Story Told by a Fellow 
Employe—The Buesse Brothers Talk. 
Arrested and Out on Bond. 


Athens, Ga., January ® —(Special.)— 
Lying prostrate on a stretcher in the color- 
ed waiting room at the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern depot, with manilla wrapping 
paper for window sbades, surrounded by a 
motley throng of negro passengers, rail- 
road men and idle curiosity seek- 
ers, is the large, muscular form 
of Conductor William H. Cadle, 
lingering between life and death, 
with no chance for life. It has just been 
announced by his physicians that there are 
indications of inflammation of the brain in 
both the large skull breaks in his nead, and 
that he has no chance for his life. 

Here is the best possible information of 
the attack upon Conductor Cadle by 
Agent Briggs and his brother-in-law, Beus- 
se, that can be secured, as all the eyewit- 
nesses were either friends of Briggs and 
Beusse, or railroad men under Briggs, 
whom he has forbidden to talk. 

The ‘terrible Fight. 


The best evidence to be obtained on Con- 
ductor Cadle’s side of the case is from 
Roadmaster W. E. Cason, who came down 
at 5:45 o'clock. He said: 

“I found Mr. Cadle in a bad condition at 
the depot, and he was suffering from his in- 
juries terribly. Drs, Benedict and Bloom- 
held were here and were giving every at- 
tention possible to the patient. His skull 
was examined and a clot of blood removed 
from the membrane of the brain. 

“Day betore yesterday Cadle brought out 
his regular train goirg south, aud some way 
or other about the cars in the yard he and 
Mr. Briggs fell out and Mr. Briggs at last 
called him a d—d liar, when Cadle knocked 
him down and gave him several! blows. 

‘Today, as Cadle brought his train into 
the yard, Mr. Briggs asked him for an 
apology. Cadle said that he had none to 
make, and thereupon three men, whom he 
had never seen before who were standing 
near by, took it up, he not expecting any- 
thing of the kind. 

“One of them pulled his hand out of his 
pocket with a handkerchief wrapped 
around it, under which he supposed there 
were Bass knuckes, and hit him on the 
forehead twice, and on the back of the head 
once. He heard afterward it was one of 
the Beusse boys, but didn’t know which one 
it was. 

“‘Therp he went to the hydrant and bathed 
his face and came out, and after awhile be- 
gan losing consciousness. 

“Flag@an immons came off the 
train to the assistance of Conductor Cadle, 
and received several licks on the head and 
arm, none of them serious. 

“Mr. Davis, the operator at the depot, 
told Mr. J. J. Jarveis, the roadmaster, 
that it was the elder Beusse who hit Cadle.”’ 

ihe Other Side. 

From what could be gathered from the 
other side of the difficulty, day before yes- 
terday, Cadle, without provocation, knock- 
ed Briggs down, using knucks. Mr. Briggs 
demanded an apology but it was not given, 
and yesterday afternoon, when the train 
rolled in, the apology was again demanded. 

It was not given and Allie Beusse tell- 
ing Cadle he had better settle the matter 
quietly, received as an answer: ‘“‘Who are 
you, d—n you, [ll whip h—i out of you, 
too.”’ | 
He then struck Cadle several licks, using 
him up severely. A flagman, named Sim- 
mons, rushed on the scene with a large 
knife in his hand, when Mr. H. W. 
Beusse struck him, knocking him under 
the cars. 

The Beusses Arrested. 

Allie and H. W. Beuesse, and Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern Agent W. P. 
Briggs, the principals in the assault, were 
arrested at 10 oclock this morning and 
placed under a $1,000 bond each. : 

The amount of the bond was a surprise 
to everybody, in view of the almost certain 
death of Cadle, and much gossi of an un- 
favorable nature is afloat. The public, 
notwithstanding the high standing of Briggs 
and the Beusse boys, is almost entirely in 
sympathy with Cadle for the reason that 
four or five brothers-in-law of Briggs’s, in- 
cluding himself, were present at the fight 
and either participated or stood guard, and 
this afternoon wherever the amount of the 
bond is named, strong disapproval is heard 
from all sides. 

the Lawyers Interviewed. 

Lumpkin & Burnett are the attorneys for 
the Beusses; and I called on Captain 
Burnett in regard to the legal status of the 
case. Captain Burnett said: 

“My clients have given bond, and can all 
be found at their homes where they will 
remain in any event. If Cadle — dies, I 
will have them at the courthouse or jail 
in ten minutes if they are wanted.” 

“Captain, don’t you think that in view of 
the condition of Cadle the bond is too 
small?” was asked 

“T do not,” he replied. “We propose to 

rove that every act of my client’s was 
ustifiable if the man dies, and then he is 
not dead yet.” 

Several Friends Arrive. 


Conductor Cadle was a prominent mem- 
ber of.the O. R. C. and a large delegation 
of that order arrived in a special from At- 
lanta last night. Mrs. Cadle and her father 
also arrived about 12 o’clock on a special. 
Cadle cannot be moved from the yaiting 
room where he lies and the probability is 
he will die there. He has a number of At- 
lanta friends with him. 

The tragedy has caused lots of talk in 
Athens and all sorts of stories are told about 
the affair, but those who saw it, the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern rialroad employes 
under Briggs, are as dumb as door posts 
and as aggravating as the evil spirit.

The Georgia Messenger, Unavoidably De- 
tained, Skips Out in Haste with the 
Georgia Blectoral Vote. 


Dick. Grubb, the man who is to “tote” 
the Georgia electoral vote to Washington, 
went whizzing through Atlanta from Grif- 
fin last night like a south Georgia cyclone. 

He is running against time, today being 
the last day the electoral votes can be 
turned in at the national capitol.

He came from Darien 
Saturday morning, having been instructed 
by the president of the Georgia electoral 
college that so he delivered the documents 
by February 8th it would be all right. 
Even then he could have reached Washing- 
ton last night if he hadn’t had to go to 
Griffin to get thé documents from President 
Frank Flynt, of the state electoral col- 
lege.

Washington, January 22.—(Special.)— 
Dick Grubb has not yet turned up with 
Georgia’s electoral vote and tomorrow is 
the last day upon which the result of the bal- 
lot of Georgia’s electors can, under the law, 
be filed with the vice president. The electo- 
ral certificates sent by mail hare arrived 
and are on file, but those by special messet- 
gers must be here tomorrow.

A GHANGE NECESSARY, ° 


A Bill Bearing on ithe {Subject of Electoral 
Certificates to Be Introduced. 

Washington, January 22.—The missing 
certificates of the electoral college of four- 
teen states which ought to have been de- 
livered by special messenger into the hands 
of the president of the senate before the 
fourth Monday in January, have none of 
them come to hand today, but imtimations 
are received that most of them are on the 
way, and may be expected tomorrow. 

Obviously the intention of the law in 
anger that one set of certificates should 

sent by mail and another be forwarded 
by duly authorized special messenger, en- 
dorsed on the outside with the names of 
the electors sending it, was to provide for a 
verification by the houses of congress of 
the certificates sent by mail by their coun- 
terparts delivered by hand by trusty com- 
missioned messengers. 

The failure of so many of the states to 
comply with this obviously necessary pre- 
caution in a matter of such vital impor- 
tance as the election of president and vice 
president, has called attention to the ad- 
visability of the passage of a general law 
to regulate the form of certificates to be 
issued in such c@ses and also in case of the 
lection of Unitetl States senptors and 
members of congress. A bill for this pur- 
pose will probably be introduced during 
the week.

osephus thought it a golden-colored jewel. 
The wheels of Ezekiel’s vision flamed with 
beryl, and were a revolving fire. The beryl 
appears in six-sided prisms, and is set in 
seals and intaglios, in necklaces and coro- 
nets. It was the joy of ancient jewelry. 
It ornamented the affluent with eardrops. 
Charlemagne presented it to his favorites.

Pronounce It as All Right—How 
the Game Is Played. 


‘New York, January 23.—Those who have 
a fondness for the game of billiards and who 
play it both as amateurs and professionals, 
are greatly interested now in a new devel- 
opment of the game. It has become a gen- 
uine craze in 
very long will probably extend throughout 
the country. The game was brought here 
from Paris by one of the greater profession- 
als, who says that it is a veritable craze in 
that city, and that thousands gather in the 
reputable billiard parlors of Paris every 
evening to see it played. Moreover, those 
who like to bet money do so, perhaps, to a 
greater extent upon this game than upon 
any other form of billiard playing, and a 
great — of money is wagered in Paris 
every night. 

The betting of goodty 
New York city is not v often done, but 
hundreds of men gather ig the higher-class 
billiard parlors to see the game played, and 
in every billiard room in the reputable ho- 
tels in the evening considerable throngs 
gather to witness the game there. 

The merit of the game lies in its sim- 
plicity and yet in its extraordinary difficul- 
es. It can be understood by a person 
who knows but little of billiards, while the 
more delicate shots and the more exact cal- 
culations which skill in it require are keenly 
spprectated by such experts as Schaeffer, 

, Schlosson, Sexton, and wthers.

comparatively easy to describe in cold 
type. Only two balis are employed, a 
white and a one. The balls are 
placed upon a table as indicated by the 
accoinpanying divsgram, The _ red ball is 
put into the lowe, right-hand corner, so 
that it touches buto cushions at the an- 
gle. A chalk mark is drawn so as to 
bring the ieft-hand@.lower corner within 
three or four incues distance from it, and 
the mark is made in the form of the seg- 
ment of a circle.

The purpose of the game is to drive the 
red ball from the lower right-hand corner 
across the table within the segment of a 
circle indica‘ed by the chalk line around 
the lower left-hand corner. To do this, 
however, it is a ruie of the game that the 
white Dail must rst take two Cusulons Derure 
it strikes the red ball. It must first take 
the left-hand cusbion and then the upper 
cushion, and may take as many cushions 
as the player deems advisable. Two cush- 
— beginning with the left hand it must 
take. 

The first player is allowed ten shots, 
and he is a very poer player who cannot 
before he nas used up all these shots bring 
the red ball rut of the corner.

It has been discovered that it is possi- 
ble to drive the red ball in with one shot.

Deery, the ge = it —_ to the 
amazement of a large rong of specta- 
tors in New York city. His shot, how- 
ever, was a scratch shot, and he after- 
wards spent much time in analyzing it 
and discovered that it was the right ball 
after taking two cushions was brought 
with sufficient force to the lower right- 
hand corner, to strike the lower cushion 
an inappreciable fraction of times before 
it struck the red ball, that it would give 
a motion to the rea ball which would 
carry it along the lower cushion to the 
left-hand corner.

If the stroke is too heavy, the red ball will 
ente e lower left-hand corner and then 
roll if :t is tvo light, there will not 
be sufficient force imparted to it to carry 
it to the corner. 

Some of the best players in New York 
will sometimes win the game after four 
or five strokes, tut there is much of un- 
certainty about doing it, even when the 
player uses his highest skill, and it is this 
element of uncertainty which has caused 
the game to be a favorite with those who 
delight to lay maacy upon billiurds.

Plan of Reorcanirzation. 

To the Security Holders of the Central Rail- 
road and Banking Company of Georgia and of 
Its Allied Properties: The undersigned, ap- 
pointed as a committee to reorganize the 
company and its interests in its allied prop- 
erties, and acting under the advice of counsel 
and on the request and with the approval of 
the board of directors herewith submit the 
following plan of reorganization, and invite 
the deposit of the securities of the several 
companies composing the Central Railroad and 
Banking Company of Georgia System, in ac- 
cordance therewith. 

It is proposed to organize a new corpora- 
tion under the very favorable laws passed at 
the last session of the legislature of Georgia, 
with the purpose, freely avowed by leading 
members of that body, to facilitate the re- 
habilitation of these important properties. 

The corporation to be formed under these 
new laws will have a capital stock of $50,- 
000,000, divided into— 

(a.) $25,000,000 of preferred stock, and

When in any year the preferred stock shal! 
have received 3 per centum (3 per cent) divi- 
dends, the common stock shall receive all net 
earnings declared as dividends thereafter in 
such year up to 3 per centum (3 per cent), 
and the balance of dividends declared will be 
nie equally between the two classes of 
stock. 

It is proposed also that the company shal! 
execute a first mortgage, under which four 
(4) per centum one hundred (100) year gold 
bonds will be immediately issued to thé 
amount of $40,000,000. 

This issue together with the preferred com- 
mon stock will be used in exchange for the 
several existing securities, and for the re- 
quirements of reorganization and betterments, 
as set forth in the accompanying schedule. 

It is proposed that the mortgage shall give 
the right to create bonds, of the same series 
with a like Men, to the additional amount of 
$5,000,000, to be issued from time to time in 
amounts not to exceed $1,000,000 in any year, 
for further additions, betterments and im- 
provements, so that the net earnings of the 
new company may be devoted immediately to 
the payment of interest upon the funded debt, 
and of dividends upon the capital stock of the 
ccmpany. 

The committee has carefully considered 
with the receiver and with the board of di- 
rectors of the Central company the severa? 
interests of the security holders of the Cen- 
tral company and of the allied lines, and it 
is the unanimous opinion of the committee, 
of the receiver and of the board that all in- 
terests have received equitable and fair con- 
sideration. , 

It is essential that prompt action be taken 
by the holders of the various securities, and 
the committee recommends the deposit of 
these securities without delay. 

In case there should be failure to make de- 
posit of sufficient of the securities to induce 
the committee to declare the plan operative, 
fne result will naturally be that the main 
stem of the Georgia Central railroad will be 
Hable to be severed in interest from the al- 
lied lines. Although this would be unfavor- 
able to any new company acquiring the main 
stem, it would be still. more unfavorable, if 
not disastrous, to the security holders of the 
allied lines, which depend more for their sus- 
taining power upon their relations to the Cen- 
tral mye ge! than the Central company de- 
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samme and to issue its negotiable certificates 
therefor, in furtherance of the plan of reor- 
ganization.

We judge from 
The News and Courier’s remark that it 
has in its possession a duly attested record 
going to show that certain South Caro 
linijans, who supported a democratic can- 
didate for president on a democratic plat- 
form are not democrats.

The Sunday Question. 

The world’s fair committee of the house 
of representatives is again hearing argu- 
ments upon the question of an open or 
closed Columbian exposition on Sundays.

tional restriction in that it is 
respecting a purely religiously issue, 
Sabbatarianism and the proper regula 
tion of Sunday as a rest day are two 
widely different matters, and, lastly, that 
the recreative and educational interests 
of the workingmen demand that the fair 
should be open on Sunday. 

These positions are so wide apart and 
go vitally antagonistic that there is no 
possibility of formulating a compromise 
between them. Congress must adhere 
to the supreme court dictum that this is 
a Curistian nation and Sunday a holy day 
of the Mosiac order, therefore the fair 
must be closed; or, it must separate itself 
from every fact of history, custom of 
Christian discipline and claim of govern- 
ment responsibility for the’regulation of 
Sunday rest or observances, and turn the 
conduct of the fair over to the local au- 
thorities and Sunday operations. 

Each citizen of this great republic will 
look at this question through the lenses 
of his own prejudices and suffer elation 
or disappointment as the decision may 
fall. Over and above this particular 
instance, but really running upward 
through it, is the larger question which 
the future holds for final adjudication. 


A Biack Despot. 

According to all accounts President 
Hippolyte, of Hayti, is following some of 
the worst precedents set by the former 
rulers of the black republic. At the re- 
cent election troops were stationed at the 
polls, and men were forced at the point of 
the bayonet to vote the government 
ticket. 

Nor did the president draw the line be- 
tween his own subjects and foreign citi- 
zens. Mr. Meys, an American citizen, has 
been confined on a trumped up charge 1u 
prison for twenty days, without a: hear- 
ing, and without being allowed & chance 
to communicate with his friends: Hippo- 
lyte and his cabinet boast tnat they will 
not apologize to the United States, nor 
pay any indemnity. Moreover, they de- 
clare that in the event of the interference 
of our war vervels they will make it un- 
pleasant_for all the Americans on the 
island. 

Despite this outrage upon one of our 
citizens, our government has taken no 
decisive step. The past history of Hayti 
warns us that we need not look to her 
Fulers for a policy that will be worthy of 
a civilized government. About a genera- 
tion ago a negro proclaimed himself em- 
peror of Hayti. He caused his own citi- 
zens and foreigners to be assassinated 
when it suited his pleasure, and after 
looting the public treasury retired to Paris 
to enjoy his spoils, The present despot is 
in no respect better than his predecessor, 
and unless taught @ salutary lesson we 
may expect further insolence and injury 
from him. 

In view of these facts many will wonder 
why those of our politicians and newspa- 
pers who are so strongly in favor of terri- 
torial expansion do not seize upon Hippo- 
lyte’s conduct as a pretext for forcibly tak- 
ing possession of Hayti. There are many 


good reasons in favor of such a step. 


The island would be of advantage to us 
in case of a foreign war. Under good 
government it would be very productive, 
and it would doubtless attract hosts of 
our colored people who would do much to 
civilize and elevate the status of the 
islanders. 

Even if we leave annexation out of the 
question, is it sound policy on our part to 
allow the black republic to msult our flag 
and maltreat our citizens? 


Why This Mystery? 

The Boston Globe voices general public 
sentiment when it says that there is no 
good reason for concealing the nature of 
= Blaine’s disease in a cloud of mys- 

ry. 

The distinguished sufferer has been at- 
tended by many physicians, but not one 
of them has ever stated the exact nature 
of his malady. They appear to be willing 
enough to talk, and yet they pause at the 
precise point of interest. 

It may be, as The Globe intimates, that 
the physicians do not know what is the 
matter with Mr. Blaine. The disease may 
baffle them,, and it may be a new one yet 
to be named and classified. The sick 
man has the sympathy of his fellow-coun- 
trymen, but they very naturally desire to 
know something about his ailment. 


The Curse of Legislation. 

The millions of discontented people who 
have jumped to the conclusion that most 
of the evils they complain of can be cured 
by legislation are on the wrong track. If 
they would take up the idea that legisla- 
tion, as at present conducted, is in reality 
a curse and is responsible for many of the 
burdens they bear they would be on the 
right line. 

Without considering the over-legisla- 
tion indulged in by congress, it is plain to 
the average citizen that every state leg- 
islature annually grinds out a multiplici- 
ty of statutes touching every conceivable 
subject, and the result is confusion every- 
where. Litigation, business and industry 
are all hampered and made more expen- 
sive by the continued tinkering of our 
lawmakers. 

The trouble is that most of our legisla- 
tors take it for granted that their con- 
stituents measure their usefulness and 
ability by the number of bills introduced 
by them. Now, the fact is that a member 
of the legislature who introduces no bills 
at all, but devotes himself to opposing un- 
necessary bills, renders more substantial 
service than the bright statesman who 
poses as the author of a score of statutes 
during a single session. It is a common 
thing in any siate legislature to see 1,000 
bills offered in a month, and nearly all 
of them deal with subjects that simply 
touch local or personal interests and have 
no business whatever before the legisla- 
ture. 

in our simple democratic society, with 
our constitutions and codes we are very 
well equipped in the matter of laws, and 
very few more are needed. The legisla- 
ture of one of the New England states 
at its recent session took this view of the 
matter, and merely passed the appropria- 
tion bills and adjourned. In many cases 


this would be the best Gourse to pursue. 


The laws we have, properly administered, 
are sufficient for our daily needs, and 
there are few cccasions when new laws 


are, needed.

Sheriff Barnes Explains.

The Relief Committee Wound Up Its Work 
Yesterday. 

At 7 o'clock yesterday morning in front 
of relief headquarters the wagons do- 
nated for use by different citizens began 
to arrive, and an hour later there was a 
line of @t less than thirty-five to forty. 
Only ten wagons were found to be need- 
ed. These were loaded and the remain- 
der dismissed. 

These ten wagons were sent into the 
different wards, each accompanied by an 
official. The doors of the storeroom were 
then locked and the immediate active 
work of the committee ended. However, 
in the secretary’s office a Constitution re- 


porter found Chairman Oglesby and Sec. . 


retary Saunders with a corps of clerks 
busily engaged in overhauling the labors 
of the past few days. There has, per- 
haps, never been a charitable fund so 
well handled as was this. While there 
were swarms of negroes hanging around 
relief headquarters every day, but few, 
and those only whose every appearance 
indicated absolttte want, were supplied 
direct from the storeroom. The names of 
the applicants were taken and classified 
into wards and streets and a police officer 
sent with each list to investigate the true 
situation of each applicant. By this course 
the deserving were relieved and the hun- 
dreds who were found undeserving were 
dismissed from further attention. The 
name, street and number of nearly every 
recipient from this fund has been record- 
ed and this record will prove a most 
valuable assistance to any future work 
of relief. Of course some frauds were 
perpetrated which were unavoidable, but 
that there was no waste is evidenced hy 
the fact that the committee has 4n unex- 
pended balancon hand, which is unpar- 
alleled in the history of public charities 
of this nature. 


The Necessity for Organized Work. 

Editor Constitution: If there had been any 
doubt in the minds of any citizen of Atlanta 
as to the importance of an organized sys- 
tem of dispensing charity, the experience of 
the last few days ought to convince every one 
that such organization is absolutely neces- 
sary. Early-in the summer of last year in a 
communication to The Constitution I urged 
the importance of taking steps then to have 
the city districted and thoroughly organized 
so that whenever it was necessary to help 
one family or a hundred there would be no 
trouble or delay. 

In Washington city this work is done 
through the missions, I suppose because they 
virtually cover the whole city in their work 
and are very systematic. ere is a cen- 
tral union mission on Pennsylvania avenue, 
and distributed over the city are fifteen 
other missions, all working together in per- 
e management of 
a central committee composed of seven or 
eight prominent business men. Mach of the 
fifteen missions has a pe oy ool poe and vis- 
iting committees, and the territory of each 
is bounded by certain streets. he visiting 
committee knows and visits every family in 
that territory, and regular reports are made 
to the central committee through the super- 
intendents. A record is kept and if one fam- 
ily moves out and another moves in it is re- 
ported and the change is noted. Every one 
who needs help of any kind knows that it can 
only be had throngh the committee in whose 
territory they live. If an applicant calis at a 
business house or residence, as is s0 common 
here, instead of receiving help he or she is 
simnly handed a card with the address of the 
central mission on one side and the name of 
the party giving it on the other, and they are 
told to go there and they will be helped. if 
they are imposters, as many in every city 
are, they will not go there, as they know they 
will be investigated. 'The charitably disposed 
citizens send their contributions to the cen- 
tral cominittee, who publish itemized rts 
at stated intervals showing vow has D 
received and how spent. I spent last Thanks- 
giving day at the central! mission there when 
they fed 3,000 people, and there was such per- 
fect system about the work that it was done 
without the least confusion or delay, and there 
was no imposition, as every case had en 
investigated, and they were supp'ied with 
just what they needed. For instance, a fam- 
jiv would be reported of a mother and four 
childgen. If shoes were needed the sizes were 
reported, so that the committee knew ex- 
actly what to send.

They Met 
Yesterday, 
FOR THE FIRST TIME IN THIRTEEN “YEARS 


Dramatic Meeting in the Police rdtation. 
A Story That Reads Like “® 
Bomance. : 


After a separation of thirteen years two 
men who had been raised toge*ther and lived 
together in closest friendship, met for the 
first time in the corridors of tLe police Ra- 
tion under most extraordinary .“ircumstan- 
cea yesterday morning. : 

Both are powerful men, just in t. he prime 
of vigorous manhood, and as their eyes 
met a transformation wonderful 10 see 
showed itself on the face of both. 

The younger of the two was like 
a tiger aroused, and with eyes glea.- 
ing with deadly hatred, his fists cleuthed 
involuntarily, he made a movement to 
ward the other. For an instant they faced 
each other like gladiators ready for the 
fray, or like tigers making ready to spring, 
and the spirited scene was spoiled by the 
interference of a prison official. 

One of the men was led to a cell at the 
far end of the hallway and locked up. The 


other was locked at the extreme end of the 


row of cells. 

Both men were white, about the same 
age, and were attired in the striped garb 
of convicts, and strangest of all are serving 
life sentences in the penitentiary for the 
same crime. Their meeting yesterday was 
the first in thirteen years, and all the pent- 
up hatred of the past, with all ig gathered 
force made itself felt and showéd itself on 
the surface when the men stood face to 
face. 

The men are Robert Dunham and Charles 
Williams. ‘their former home is Bain- 
bridge, Ga., and from that place thirteen 
years ago both were sent to the penitentia- 
ry for life. On the same day they listened 
to the verdict of the court, and heard the 
solemn sounding sentence of the sedate 
judge. Remarkable things happened after- 
ward, and fate put in its hand and made 
quite a story of the affair. 

One night, fourteen years ago, a woman 
named Amie Brockett, was shot to death 
near Bainbridge. The shooting in which 
she was killed was so general as to amount 
almost to a battle. Several people joined 
in the firing, and four persons were wound- 
ed. The day following the killing Robert

mm jail with Vunham. Walter Williams 
escaped. At the trail Dunham told 
A - most sensational story. He 


he had been hired by the tw . 
lamese to do the killing. The Nisthes “aie 
was a lewd character had knowledge of 
one of the Williams stealing $1,500, and 
the brothers wanted her out of the way. 
Un the night that the killing was planned 
to be done, Dunham repaired to the house 
of the Brockett woman, and the Williams 
brathers went along to see that. the job 
was done well. Dunham and ‘Charley 
— was each given a sentence for 

Williams made an application fer a new 
trial and failing in this carried his case 
to the supreme court. ‘The supreme court 
refused to alter the decision of the lower 
courts and on the very night that the news 
of e action of the higher court reached 
him, Williams escaped from the Bainbridge 
jail, and so cautiously did he cover his 
tracks, that all efforts to follow and capture 
him were balked. Dunham went. immedi- 
ately to the Chattahoochee Brick Com- 
pany S$ camp, where he remained until day 

fore yesterday. 

After escaping, Williams went west and 
joined his brother, who had left immedi- 
ately after the commission of the crime. 
For thirteen years the two brothers lived 
safely in hiding, while Dunham toiled in the 
camps and wore the stripes. Last Oc 
tober, through a chain of remarkable events, 
the two men were found, and returned to 
Bainbridge. They had reared families in 
their western homes, who first learned of 
the charges against them when they were 
arrested. When the men were brought 
back ‘to Georgia Walter Williams was 
lodged in jail to awit trial, and Charley 
Williams was sent to the Dade coal mines 
to serve out the sentence h ehad escaped 
from for thirteen years. 

Today the trial of Walter Williams 
comes up at Bainbridge, and yesterday 
Dunham and Charley Williams were car- 
ried to that place to appear as witnesses in 
the case. Passing through Atlanta they spent 
several hours, and their first meeting in 
thirteen years occurred. Williams was con- 
sumed with hatred for Dunham for giving 
in the testimony against him that had rob- 
bed of his liberty, and at sight of 
Dunham, the convict’s face became that of 
a demon almost, and he seemed about to 
rend the other to pieces. The scene for 
a moment was dramatic, and might have 
been tragic had not the men been quickly 

arated.

The great Methodist following throughout 
the world is also firmly attached to the 
“fire and brimstone” idea of hell and as no 
one is more capable of giving a consistent 
account of how the Methodists interpret 
their faith in this regard than Rev. Dr. 
W. J. Scott, the learned theologian, 
preacher and author, of this ciay;“he was 
interviewed with the following results: 

“What is the doctrine vf hell?’ 

“IT once heard Dean Barrett, of St. 
Luke’s cathedral, state in the puipit that 
this old-fashioned doctrine could take 
care of itself. So I think, unless we reme- 
dy our whole system of Christian theology. 
John Foster, the great English non-conform- 
ist, realized when he confessed that 
while he had an almost invincible aversion 
to this doctrine, yet the a proof 
of it was so overwhelming at he was 
forced to accept it. Daniel Webster ac- 
knowledged that in his mind ‘the most aw- 
ful conception was that of his responsi- 
bility to God.’ As it is only the ‘fool’ 
who hath said ‘there is no God,’ so likewise 
it is only the man of narrow intellectual 
scope or else of contracted moral vision 
one jests or scoffs about the eternal veri- 
ties. 

“The so-called liberalists like James Frree- 
man Clarke, who jeer at believers in this 
old-fashioned doctrine as ‘ prosaic theolo- 
gians,’ are themselves ‘blind and cannot 
see afar off.’”’ 

— is the Biblical data on the sub- 
ject?’ 

“Tt is not known to everybody that there 
are only four Biblical terms which are 
translated hell in our authorized version. 
These are the sheol of the Hebrew script- 
ures and hades, Gehenna and Tartarosas in 
the Greek testiment. ‘The primary signifi- 
cations of the two former is the grave or the 
invisible world. © In this respect they are 
the exact equivalent of the term hell, which 
is found in all Teutonic languages. The 
two latter, Gehenna and Tartarosas, ad- 
mit of no other’ interpretation than 
misery and endless suffering. The term 
hades is one which has occasioned most per- 
plexity to the exegetes. Generally as we 
have said, as a'so its etymology implies, it 
means the hiddda place, but in at least one 
notable instancg the parable of Dives and 
Lazarus, it has, a broader signification. I 
have called this striking passage of St. 
Luke’s gospel a parable, and yet, in some 
of the patristic writings it is spoken of as 
a piece of contemporary history. — It has 
been asserted by eminent authorities that 
Dives was a wealthy Pharisee and Lazarus 
a well-known mendicant, both of them res- 
idents of Jerusalem. For centuries, In- 
dead, a certain locality of the Holy City was 
pointed out to oriental travelers as the site 
of the palatial residence of the rich man of 
the parable.” 

“What have you to say about the con- 
tents of the parable?” 

“The great teacher nowhere else but in 
this parable completely lays aside his re 

ard to the mysteries of the unseen world. 
fie showes the changed condition of the 
rich man and Lazarus. Dives is now the 
beggar piteously pleading for a single drop 
of water to allay his raging thirst. Laza- 
rus, enthroned in Abraham’s bosom, be- 
comes the almsgiver. How appalling the 
utter destruction of this whilom millionaire, 
with his sumptuous feasting and raiment of 
purple and — fine linen. Our perceptions 
must be greatly blunted not to see that the 
man who lives without God in the world is 
a hopeless bankrupt in-the end. How sig- 
nificant, besides, the statement that lifting 
up his eyes in hades—that is the Greek 
phrase—he sees Abraham afar off—the dis- 
tance probably exceeding thirty diameters 
of the earth’s orbit. This perception of for- 
feited blessedness is one ingredient in the 
cup of the damned, and yet it might have 
been far otherwise. ow  true—often 
lightly spoken—the familiar lines 
‘*Of all sad words of tongue or pen, 

The saddest are these: “it might have been.”’’ 

“Still another glimpse of that more than 
Dantean Inferno. The ghosts of memory 
stalk forth from their charnel houses. 
‘Son,’ said Abraham, ‘remember.’ _ 
procession of evil deeds as long as the line 
of Banquo’s issue, passes by. More than 
this, the ‘great gulf is fixed,’ which no en- 
gineering skill can bridge. Little comfort 
here, for hell-regemptioaists—no @ncour- 
agement for the Darwins and Farrars who 
prate about a ‘second probation.’ 

“The ‘highest criticism’ may laugh at the 
fire and brimstone theory, but here is a 
lower depth of perdition compared with 
which the ‘orthodox’ hell is a paradise. 

“But I am one free to say that I have 
little relish for much of this quibbling 
about the meaning of hades or other terms 
of that sort. The doctrine we are consid- 
ering is not dependant for its establish- 
ment on mere exegesis. 

“This seems to have been St. Paul’s 
view of the question for in 
his fourteen gplsties he does _ not 
employ the word Hades but in a single in- 
stance and Gehenna not at all, and yet he 
was not slow to emphasize the doctrine 
of future and endless retribution on all 
proper occasions. Nor does he discard the 
igneous feature which gives great offense 
to some modern theologians who have the 
same dislike to brimstone that Shakes- 
peare’s carpet knighi in ‘Henry IV’ had 
to ‘viffainous saltpéter.’ 

“Whether St. Paul refrained from the 
frequent use of such terms because they 
were Talmudic or because he preferred an- 
other style of treatment is of slight conse- 
quence. Certainly not because he under- 
valued the doctrine, for nowhere in the 
scriptures is it more forcibly argued outside 
of the Master’s own personal teaching. 
We adduce for illustration but one passage, 
which covers the whole field of the contro- 
versy. He says not of the murderer or the 
debaucher or the idolator specifically, but 

enerally of all who obey not the gospel of 
Christ that at our rd’s second coming, 
‘they shall be punished with everlasting 
destruction from the pr@ence of the Lord 
and the glory of His power. 

‘Here you have the whole argument in 
the compass of a single sweeping statement 
that sounds like the trumpet of doom. 

“The doctrine in question has moreover 
a philosophical, as well as a scriptural basis. 
So much so, indeed, that hell might be ex- 
punged from the sacred canon without dam- 
age to the doctrine itself. wit 

“If we take the single text and write it 
over the gate of the celestial city: ‘Ex- 
cept a man be born again he cannot see the 


| kingdom of God,’ we set up an impassable 


barrier against every sinner who is unpar- 
doned and unannealed. 
“As Judas, after his suicidal death, went 
to ‘his own place,’ so by a law of moral 
vitation reach°d his proper destination 
the spirit world. It may seem a hard 
saying, but not otherwise can we conceive 
the equities of the divine administration 
and the harmony of the moral universe.” 
Of course there is no more comfort in the 
two inteviews above given for the “no-hell- 
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a reporter.

An Appeal from the Decision of Judge | 


Clarke, 
IT WILL GO TO THE SUPREME COURT 


If the Appeal Is Sustained Ryan Will Go 
Baok to Jail, and the Report of Aud- 
itor Peeples Will Be Resumed. 


Ryan may or may not be tried before 
& jury of his countrymen. 
When the decision of Judge Marshall J. 


Clarke was rendered in the case a few’ 


days ago, submitting the matter to a 
jury, and allowing the defendant to give 
his bond in the sum of $100,000, it was 
very generally é¢xpected that the attor- 
neys fur Receiver Kingsbery would ap- 
peal the matter to the supreme court. 

That expectation was realized Satur- 
day morning. A lengthy appeal was filed 
in the clerk’s office excepting to the ac- 
tion of Judge Clarke, not only in submit- 
ting the matter to a jury but in allowing 
the defendant to give bond. 

What if the Appeal] Is Sustained ? 

What if the appeal of the case to the 
supreme court is sustained? 

In that event Ryan will be sent back 
to jail, and the report of the auditor will 
again be the matter under consideration. 

On the otber hand if the appeal is over- 
ruled the matter will stand exactly where 
it is placed by the decision of Judge Mar- 
shall Clarke, and the trial will start over 
again from the very beginning as if the 
matter had never before. entered the 
courts. 

Grounds of the Appeal. 

The appeal starts out in the following 
manner: 

‘“‘Be it remembered that, during the fall 
term, 1892, of the Fulton superior eourt, 
there came on to be tried before the Hon. 


Marshall J. Clarke, judge of said court, 
then and there presiding, the motion of 


| Stephen A. Ryau for a trial hy jury of 
| the issue alleged to be existing in the pro- 
| ceedings for contempt in said court, be- 
' tween Charles S. Kingsbery, et al, in 


the case of L. OC. Wise, et al vs. S. A. 
Ryan. To this motion of the 29th of De- 
cember, 1892, said receiver tiled a motion 
to dismiss, in the nature of a special de- 
murrer, and said creditors on the 3lst 
of Deceinber, filed an answer.” 

A resiew of the whole case from begin- 
ning to end was then given, and after re- 
ferring to the result of the recent mo- 
tion before Judge Clarke to submit the 
matter to a jury, the following grounds 
of appeal were then cited: 

1. Because the said petition and motion 
of said Stephen A. Ryan should have been 
dismissed and denied upon each and ev- 
ery ground set up in the motion to dis- 
miss, by way of special demurrer, filed by 
C. 8S. Kingsbery, receiver, except the 
first ground which was sustained by the 
court. 

2. Because said petition and motion 
should have been denied and refused on 
each and all of the grounds set up in the 
answer of respondent, which the creditors 
filed thereto. 

3. Because the granting of the jury 
trial under the act of the legislature ap- 
proved the 22d of December, 1892, wasAl- 
legal, as Ryan had already been adjudged 
in contempt of court. It was an unconsti- 
tutional infringement by the legislature, 
_ the judiciary of the state. 

. Because it had been adjudged prior 
Pies that action, and said judgment was 
“res adjudicata,” and there was no pro- 
vision of law for submitting it to the 
jury 

5. Because Ryan by a proper proceed- 
ing, conducted in accordance with the law 
of this state, had been adjudged to be in 
contempt. The matter which was being 
considered at the time the new law was 
passed was simply the further detention 
of the prisoner in accordance with the 
special directions of the supreme court. 

three Hundred Crediiors. 

The names of the several creditors of 
Mr. Ryan were specified in the appeal to 
the supreme court. 

There were fully three hundred of these 
creditors, large and small, and their enu- 
meration occupied over two pages of 
closely written legal cap paper. 

The motion was signed by Messrs. Cal- 
houn, King and Spalding, and Messrs. N. 
J. and T. A. Hammond, for the receiver, 
and Messrs. Rosser and Carter, for the 
creditors.
